Of Epaminondas, the celebrated 
Theban philosopher and general, it is anid 
that he, in all respects, whether as a soldier, 
statesman or philosopher, is nllowed to have 
been not only the first man of his time, but 
the greatest perhaps that any age or nation 
has procuced ; he was possossed of the most 
eminent virtues, not counterbalanced by a 
single v Assuming that it may be your 
privilege to return to your homes in safety, 
may I hope that you will do so unstained 
by crime, and, in character, unimpaired. 
Do not permit your obedience to the call 
of your country to prove, in any sense, your 
injury. IT have no sympathy with the sen- 
timents uttered by some who are not well 
Instructed on the question, that a military 
life is a school of vice. To some persons 
avy place is x school of vice: they help to 
make it such, But a soldier's life is one in 
which there is abundant encouragement for 
the culture of every Christian virtue, and 
ample opportunity for the improvement of 
intellect and for the acquirement of know- 
ledg 

In conclusion, allow me to remark, should 
the present excitement subside in a few 
days (as many suppose), it will be the result 
of that vigor and decision which you have 
evinced, The benetit, however, will not 
pass away with your return to the peaceful 
pursuits from which you have been sum- 
mon Henceforth we will feel that we 
are a nation, (still a portion of the Empire), 
and when further strengthened by the 
bonds of a powerful confederation of all 
that acknowledge the sovereignty of our

The New Reform Bill in England.

The news by the steamer from England, 
telegraphed yesterday, leads to the belicf 
that the new Reform Bill is in danger, and 
the existence of the Ministry consequently 
precarious, 

The new bill is confessedly a partial mea 
sure; that is, it deals only with one element 
of Parliamentary reform, the extension of 
the franchise. Tt does not attempt ua re- 
distribution of the constituencies, as did 
the Reform Bill of 1832, [ts provisions, in 
brief terms, are;— 

To reduce the occupation franchise in 
counties from £50 to £14, and to render it 
not an occupation franchise of land alone, 
but of a house with land. This change, it 
is estimated will add about 171,000 persons 
to the county register. 

To give to copyhold and leasehold pro- 
perty owners the same privileges enjoyed 
by the forty-shillings freeholders. 

To establish a Savings Bank franchise — 
all adult depositors of £50 and upwards who 
have been possessed of that deposit for two 
years and upwards in a sayings bank or a 
post-oflice to be entitled to be registered for 
the place where they reside, This would 
add from 10,000 to 15,000 voters to the re- 
gister, 

Tn towns the rate-paying clause to be 
abolished, so as to give tenanta who ‘com. 
pound” a right to vote, 

Lodgera occupying apartments of the 
clear annual value of £10 apart from furni 
ture attendance, &c., to have a vote, 

Occupiers of houses towns at 1 
rental to have the franchise, which, ac 
ing to the returns, would give an addition 
to the town constituencies of 144,000, 

In the two day’s. debate which took 
place upon the introduction of the bill, 

lessrs, GLADSTONE, VILLIRRS and Briar 
were the chief champions of the measure 
the last named proteated against it as not 
going far enough, however, Mr, GLApstonE 
ventured upon no brilliant flights of oratory 
He was more dry and statistical than ia bis 
wont even in a budget speech, He argued 
that the measure ‘had become a necessity 
because—in the first place, years ayo the 
House of Commons beat the government, a 
majority voting against the Ministers of 
the day in favor of the reduction of the 
country franchise to £10—that thereupon 
Lord Russein had promised to take the 
question up, Both great parties and their 
loaders had on five distinct occasions agreed 
to deal with it, and had advised Her Ma 
Jesty to ask Parliament to legislate upon 
the subject, The honour of Parliament 
and of the public mon of the country was 
committed to some such legislation. The 
principal replies were from Messrs. Flons- 
MAN, Latna, Lown, Wiriresrpr, and Lord 
Onannonne. They argued that the cry for 
reform in Parliament arose out of Lord 
Rossi 8 personal necessities a8 a public 
man; that it was incorecet to attribute 
them to the Locke-Kina vote which was 
mere chance one in a thin House and 
was reversed nt the next stage of his bill, — 
The people did not want it, They had not 
agitated for it. All attempts at agitation 
had failed. Only four petitions had) been 


sent in favor of such a mensure. Parlin 
ment did not want it, for it had alrendy 
rejected or killed several such bills, ‘There 


might be something said to tayour of a re 
distribotion of the seats to do away with 
some of the moat flagrant anomalies now 
existing, but none fora mere reduction of 
the franchise, One or two things was cer 

tain, cither the tranchise was n right of 
every man not tainted with crime or berelt

An officer taking com- 
mand of a corps or batralion assumes the 
responsibility which belonged to his imme- 
diate predecessor in reapect to all the pub- 
tic property issued to that corps, This 
rule will in future be rigidly enforced, 

The following orders are published under 
date of 80th March ;— 

No, 1.—The General Order of the 1st 
December, 1864, is hereby cancelled, and 
the following subsituted :—* All Drill In- 
structors, not being already commissioned 
officers, who are, or may be hereafter, ap- 
pointed to any corps of Volunteer Militia, 
are to be regularly enrolled, and to take 
the oath of allegiance.”

ENGLAND, 

In the House of Commons,Earl Grosvenor

A Paris telegram reports on good authori- 
ty that Head Centre Stephens had just ar- 
rived in Paris, having been in Scotland. 

In the House of Commons the Trish At- 
torney General denied that the Lord Lieu- 
tenant had stated that he apprehended a 
Fenian invasion. Seyeral landowners had 
applied for permission to arm and drill 
theirtenantry, but the government refused 
to consent, feeling perfectly able to afford 
every protection, 

In view of the latest evidence from Ja- 
maica the London Times is compelled'to ad- 
mit that frightful and unjuati 


ifiable cruel- 
ties were committed and that there was an 
abuse of power beyond all excuse of pal- 
liation, 

The Paris Patrie denies that the French 
government had consented to extend the

Mr. Pope on Reciprocity, and the 
Duty ot our Farmers. 


Mr. Por“, member of Parliament for 
Corapton, Canada East, in a speech to his 
constituents, made the following sensible 
romarks, which we commend to the atten 
tivetrereal of our readers ;— 

“Ina few hours hence the Reciprocity 
‘Treaty will expire, an event of importance 
enough in itself to cause the most anxious 
thought in the minds of our Statesmen, 
{Hear, hear.) We areon the eye of great 
changes in our trade relatfons with our 
nearest neighbor and hitherto our best 
customers,—whether these changes are for 
good or for evil time alone will prove, In 
uny event we must prepare to face them, 
and it seems to me that the time is propi- 
tious and that little anxiety need be felt for 
the result if we only do our duty manfully 
by the crisis, and rely upon our own re- 
sources and patriotism, (Cheers.] When 
I last addreased you from this place I told 
you that I thought the Treaty would be re- 
newed, or that such arrangements could 
be made as would prevent the rupture of 
our commercial relations with the United 
States. We should have all been glad to 
see that done and would have made some 
concessions to secure a renewal, potwith- 
f standing that I have always believed that 

the Tteaty was of more advaitage to the 
Americans than tous. Butin view of the 
altered circumstances of the United States, 
I think there was a general feeling that con- 
cessions should be made on our side, When 
the Treaty was first nade the United States 
was comparatively free of debt, and their 
great resources made it very easy to raise 
the revenue required for the expenses of 
Government, From being the lightest tax- 
ed people in the world, they have passed 
to the condition of being the heaviest, and 
the enormous burdens they have now to 
bear as the legacy of the gigantic civil war 
from which they have happily emerged 
imposes upon the Government the absolute 
necessity of increasing the taxation of the 
country and extending it to many of the 
articles which were freely exchanged with 
us under the Reciprocity Treaty. My hon. 
friend the Finance Minister fully appreciat- 
ed these altered circumstances, and I am 
sure the most ardent friend of the Treaty 
cunnot but feel that he exbausted every ef- 
fort at a compromise by making most liber- 
al and candid concessions, and I cannot 
help feeling that ny hon, friend is deeervin, 
of the thanks of the country for his patri- 
otic efforts to retain the American trade, 
and the ability with which he contracted 
the negotiations at Washington, [Cheers.) 
I confess, gentlemen, that I feel disappoint- 
ed by the result, for I certainly did not 
anticipate thatthe United States authori- 
ties would consent to rob their own people 
so yaluable a trade as they have enjoyed

Heretofore the American exporter has had 
his profit, and not only will this trade fall 
into our hands, but the waste of stock 
caused by the terrible cattle disease will 
still further augment the demand and’tend 
to keep up prices, of which we shall assur- 
edly be able to take advantage, with the 
certainty of ultimately controlling the mar- 
ket Ido not stop to do more than touch 
upon the importance of our Fisheries to 
the trade of the United States, which have 
afforded them # large and increasing profit, 
We have hitherto occupied the position of 
a back country to the United States upon 
which they haye drawn at pleasure for large 
supplies of produce, by which they have 
been enabled to build up a large export 
trade, giving employment besides to their 
railroads and canals, (Cheers.) Regarding 
our course grains of which they have ayail- 
ext themselves #0 largely, I know it will 
be asked, what shall we do with our onte 
and barley, and buckwheat, ete, ¢ Who 
shall buy these products when we shall 
have lost the States market? Many of our 
small farmers are. greatly exercised in ro- 
gard to these questions, Now, I tell you 
as practical farmer of many years’ expo- 
rience, you have no more business to sell 
your coarse grains than a carpenter has to 
sell his tools, (Cheers.) Every bushel you 
sell has been so much robbed from your 
land, and the country has been impoverish- 
ed by so much. If you raise moro than 
you can feed out, sell it at home to your 
neighbors, who food more largely than you 
do, I never sell a bushel, nay, I buy every 
year, and every ono of your neighbors who 
yaya rown rich by farming baye been 
careful to food to the fullest extent of their 
capacity. Like myself they have been 
purchasers rather than sellers, and my ad- 
vice to you is emphatically to. feed St out, 
and in this way ‘return to the generous 
land something of the riches you take 
from it, You chunot both raise stock and 
soll grain to any great extent, oud it seems 
to mo like a providential occurrence that 
this market should bo thus cut off from you 
before you irretrievably ruin your lands by 
absolute starvation. (Cheers) How long 
do you think you could have continued to 
crop and crop and crop—taking everything 
away and putting nothing back into the 
soll, We ahall be obliged now to consume 
all our coarse graing on the farm, and what 
will bo the consequence? Why, we shall 
make a better quality of beet, auch as it 
would be desirable to send to the Buropean 
market, and at the same time our fara 
will yearly become more and more produc 
tive, and more capable of raising increased 
quantition of beef to moet the inorensed 
domand, which for some yeans, {tin quite 
cortain Will prevail {n Baurope. We shall 
find alvo the Weat India fleot which used 
to be a large purchaser of our products, 
will again return to Quebec and the open: 
ing of foreign markets, heretofore closed to 
us so long as we continued the one cus:

THE BUTTER DISKASR IN NEW YORK, 


(From jhe New York Cittzen) 
Dark rumors reach us that the cattle 
plague which bas so ravaged Europe dur. 
ing the past two years has already made 
its nppearance in this country, though ds 
yet in n somewhat subdued form, the warm 
Weather of spring.and summer being re: 
quired to give the disease its full malignity. 
The cattle here, its reported, have not 
yet begun to die from it in its acute form, 
and with ite usual disgusting symptema 
when under fall headway; but the butter 
they yield ia peculiarly offensive and sick- 
ening to whomsoever may partake of it in 
any quantity, emitting a slight but posl- 
tively loathsome odor, when held to the 
nore, and likely to cause wicldiness, intense 
depression of spirits anc general Inasitude. 
The color of the butter giveano safe orl 
terion for soundoens, varying with different 
animals when dillyrently fed or paatured. 
The milk, too, ia of course affected, and 
made somewhat unhealthy by the disease ; 
but not so much so as the butter (of which 
it yields very little), in which the intenser 
virtues of the malady would seem to be 
condensed and intensified, 
Many of our moat distinguished city 
doctors have of late been called into at- 
tend pationta suffering from the symptoms 
we have already noticed, forming clonrly 1 
now disease, but one which, at frat, they 
lenew not how to dinganoae or classify un- 
der any recognized head or family of rome 


dies. 
This doubt has been at length unbappi- 
ly dispelled by. the nolentifle research of 
some eminent phyasloians from Germany anc 
Bogland, who have had recent and exten 
sive acquaintance with the rinderpeat or 
cattle plague, in its varying ancl almost aub 
tle forms, and who are unanimous in ex- 
pressing their belief that this new disease, 
chiuily, appearing in those who eat butter 
carried from certain districts to New York 
markets, ia but another manifestation of 
the cattle plague in one of ita earlier and 
inilder fornis, 

Proaldent Schultz, of the health commis: 
sion, Aid Dre, Parker, Stone and Crane, the 
eminent medical professors of that body, 
should lose nota single day in haying all 
the butter that (a publicly exposed for sale 
here submitted to a moat rigid oxaming 
tion, Prompt action in the matter may 
save the lives of thousands, Any furthor 
neglect may be attended with calamition 
too painful to. be contemplated, We dle 
mand that our grocer and markebmen 


raised them with gleeful shout to his

Colony ot Victoria. 


A difficulty that las arisen between the 
+ goyernmentof the Colony ol Victoria and 
the governor-General, Sir Charles Darl na 
has resulted (as already mentioned in our 
columns) in the recall of the latter by Mr. 
Cardwell, the Colonial Secretary, Parlia 
mentary papers on the subject of the Colony 
of Victoria have been issued, cdetuiling the 
progress of the dispute on the tariff question 
» betwen the Governor and his Miniaters on 
-the one hand, and the Legislative Council 
onthe other, The issue of them all is that 
Mr, Cardwell has felt himself compelled to 
_recall Sir Charles Darling from the govern- 
ment of the Colony. The recall arose more 
immediately out of an address to the Home 
Government against the conduct of the 
Governor, signed by twenty-two mwentlemen 
of the Council. In transmitting this me 
morial the Governor commented on the 
memorialista with much asperity, and said 
it was impossible for him, if they were 
‘ever called to office, to receive their advice 
otherwise than with doubt or distrust. Mr 
Cardwell thinks in that case Sir Charles had 
better cease to be Governor, and directs 
him to hand over the interim government 
to General Cerey. Colonial Governors will 
take a hint from this lesson, and learn that 
they are sent out to preside over Colonial 
overnments, and not to dictate to the 
Jolonies on local subjects and questions of 
tariff. Sir Charles Darling appears to have 
expressed his determination to carry on 
the government of Victoria against all con- 
stitutional forms, nuless they were the torms 
of which he approved.

Cleanliness of Swine. 

In one respect farmers commonly show 
the worst of their management in fattening 
hogs. ‘These animals appreciate and enjoy 
cleanliness, yet their owners make them 
live in divt, and then charge them with ao 
natural fondness for filth, This is oppres- 
sion and slander combined. Every person 
familiar with their habits,knows that when 
clean straw beds and other comforts are 
given them, they are scrupulous to keep 
them clean. When shut up in a narrow 
pen, where they must eat, sleep and live in 
one apartment, they cannot but be uncom: 
fortable; and such a condition greatly re- 
tards their thriving. A “hog pen” has be- 
come proverbially repulsive place; this 
is the owner’s fault and should neéyer be 
suffered, ‘There is no reason why it should 
not be clean, and even attractive. We 
hear farmers who raise grain say that they 
have more straw than they can sometimes 
use, while at the same moment their hogs 
have not enough of it to make a dry and 
clean bed. 

Animals can never thrive well unless kept 
clean. Eyery one knows that a well groom 
ed horse is better than a neglected one with 
a shabby coat. Nearly the same result has 
Deen found when this treatment is applied 
toawine, Let every manager lay down this 
rule, that a hog pen should never be distin- 
guished by its odour twenty feet distant, The 
Sleepmg apartment should be separate, 
and kept perfectly clean and dry. The oth 
er portion should be daily cleaned out, and 
the manure at once mixed with muck, loam 
conl ashes, &c., to make compost and des- 
troy the odour, which is as injurious to the 
health of swine to breathe asit is to human 
beings. Tt is not necessary that a piggery 
should cost five hundred dollars that it 
nay be kept in splendid order; a cheap 
and simple structure may be subjected to 
the most perfect m of cleanliness. The 
satisfaction it will afford to the owner, the 
comfort to the occupant, and the profits to 
the purse will bea three fold compensa- 
tion

RECOLLECTIONS OF WATERLO 
KY A BURVIVING VETERAN 


From the Cornhill Magazine 

I well remember the morning of the 18th 
The heavy rain during the night had chill- 
ed the air, the dark clouds overhead cast a 
gloom upon the fleld, and altogether the 
morning was unusually cheerleas for the 
month of June, But I perceived no reflec- 
tion of that gloom upon the faces of our 
men, and as column after column of the 
French came in sight Luey maintained the 
same undaunted aspect had been pretty 
woll seasoned to the smell of gunpowder 
on the eastern coast of Spain; but Thad a 
brother, quite a young fellow, who had 
néver worn a red cont until two days before, 
This youth being appointett to my corps I 
had smuggled away to join the regiment {n 
place of the depot. | I did’ it without leave 
and the act was arash one; but F thought 
it might be the making of him if he could 
see alittle service. I now deplored my rash- 
neas, ‘The lad appeared so unnerved that 
I feared he might disgrace himself, and 
bring ruin upon me too, If he ran off the 
fleld what would follow?

We had remained stationary for some 
hours, drawn up in a square, our ranks as 
yet not materially thinned, when a huge 
column of the enemy, bearing all betore it, 
opened so murderous & fire upon us that 
our corps lost half its men. We retired to 
another position, where we reformed square

on the defensive, we remained until the is 
sue of the great fight was virtually decid- 
ed. 

Those only who have experienced what 
it idto be kept in an attitude of defence 
know how it tries the patience of the sol- 
dier. Our men were literally thirsting for 
a charge, but necessity forbade it. Tt was 
not our exposure to the fire of musketry or 
grape-shot that induced this longing to 
prod the enemy ; but it was the charges, or 
rather attempted charges, of the cayalry 
which Recerca the feeling.

“trying tomanufacture another, and that 
“whether he likes it or not, he and his pos- 
‘“terity are to be bound by their action for- 
“ever, But we are told that a majority 
“either has been or will be combined 1 
“ perpetrate this outrage, I do not believe 
“it, Nobody better understands the na- 
“ture and the extent of the influences 
“ which will be brought to bear; but I pray 
‘sincerely that there may be found, even 
‘in the present House of Assembly, firm- 
“ness and virtue sufficient to resist them, 
“If not the people will even then have 
‘some power of self-protection. When 
“satisfied that they are not to be overpow- 
‘ered, the minority can send an indignant 
‘protest to the foot of the Throne, retire 
‘to their homes, and leave the majority to 
“complete the work without the sanction 
“of their presence.” 

In what striking contrast do these and 
such like utterances to be found in the let- 
ter, compare with those coming from the 
same gentleman in a speech made in 1855.

Great things are sometimes best under- 
stood by comparison with small ones, and 
asthe student wonld get an idea of the 
Falls of Niagara by pouring a cup of water 
on an incline plane with a fall of n few 
inches at the end,so0 willPresidentJohnson be 
enabled after reading the above (us no doubt 
he will) to appreciate the importance of the 
Madoc Council. For as the fall of a few 
inches of water is to the Niagara, so we sup- 
pose is the veto power of thePresident of the 
United States to a resolution of the Madoc 
Council; such at least must be the view 
taken of such things by the Mercury. We 
are very much inclined to the opinion that 
the President and all others who read the 
article, will haye some difficulty in discoy- 
ering the analogy, or in what respect they 
assimilate. Still there isthe great fact as 
enunciated by our Madoc contemporary, 
that the Township Council did in its wis- 
dom, do what President Johnson did— 
veto the act of the people. Now, in our 
simplicity, we thought after reading the 
proceedings of the Council, that the mem- 
bers had done a proper and a correct act, 
that by petitioning Parliament for a char- 
ter and material aid to cdnstruct a Road 
from the front to the mineral regions of the 
north, that they were taking an important 
step in the right direction, that it was as- 
sisting in their corporate capacity to obtain 
that for which public meetings have been 
held,and strong resolutions passed in favor 
of. Instead of that being the case, the 
Meroury lias discovered another mare's egg, 
which throws the famous $10,000 bribe 
into the shade, but which when attempted 
to be hatched we yenture to predict will 
prove as addled as was that famous attempt 
to gull ond deceive the people. Really we 
regret this constant cavilling and recrimi- 
nation by parties who should lend their 
aid and snpport to a work of so much im- 
portance to the County. Are we to under- 
stund that no action is to be taken by the 
people, or by Municipal Councils without 
first consulting those who sold the County 
for the vile purpose of private speculation ?
